The Jesse James of Arkansas Shot and 
Killed by a Companion,

FAYETTEVILLE, ARK., January 11.—Last 
evening, on their way home from Fayette-’ 
ville, where they had been during the great- 
er part of the day, Jeff Gilliland and John 
Malone quarreied and Jeff fired on Maione 
without effect. Malone returned the tire and 
killed Jefferson instantiy. The shot “took 
effect intie head, going in over the right 
eye and coming out behind the left ear. 
Your correspondent learns that it was a 
justifiable case. The shooting occurred three 
miles south of Fayetteville.

Jontinuation of the Celebrated 
McChesney Trial. 


xr. Lewis on the Stand—His Statement 
—The Defense Asks the Court to Order 
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an Acquittal Without Suocess—Full 
Report of the Proceedings. 


The examination of ex-Commissioner Kinkead 
athe McChesney case continued until after 4 
‘clock yesterday afternoon, when he was re- 
sased from the stand. Nota great deal of im- 
ortant matter beyond what was published in 
his paper was elicitea from him. Being conr 
elled by the Court to testify concerning his evi- 
ence before the Grand Jury, he said he had no 
ecollection of saying that he drove out of bis 
fice the men that McChesney sent to him for 
he purpose of reconcilistion. What he meant

‘om Hathaway, came to him in 
{cChesuey’s interest, he insulted Hathaway most

November Tariff on East Bound Freight

In accora- 
ance with these instructions Mr. Depew prepared 
a circular giving notice of the restoration of rates 
to the tariff of November 26. and piving also the 
rates from East St. Louis for the classes of freight 
mentioned.

THE CASE FOR THE DEFENSE. 

It was admitted by the State, he said, that Mr. 
Kinkead signed the resignation and gave it to Me- 
Chesney, out a oe that Mr. McChesney 
was given any authority to fill out the date and 
make it operative.

Chesney solicited in behalf of Kinkead was 
Col, Coffin, whose confidence McChes- 
ney enjoyed. At sone time in 1882 
MeChesney and Kinkead quarreied, had a 
disagreement, and McChesney filled out a 
date in the resignation. Before sending it, how- 
ever, he and Kinkead met and their quarrei was 
bridged over, hence McChesney did not send the 
resignation at that time. Time passed and the 
secodad qtarrel occurred, when MeChesney 
scratched out the old date and inserted a new 
one, and gent the paper tothe Governor with a 
full statement of its history. The question as to 
the propriety of extorting or requiring Dlank res- 
ignations was not, Judge Valliaut said, to be con- 
sidered in the case. 

At the close of Judge Valliant’s statement 


DR. VINCIL 
was called to the stand. The main facts to which 
he testified are matters already well Known. He 
stated he was a minister of the Methodist Church 
South, and had Known Kinkead over six years. 
He aid not sigr Kinkead’s petition tor appoint- 
ment, but wrote a private leiter to the Governor 
in that behalf.

Mr. Kin- 
kead repudiated the idea of the existence of any 
resignation, and never admitted its existence tll 
witness presented it before bim six weeks 
later in Mr. White's office. Mr. Kinkead 
stated on that first interview that any resignation 
buat might be in existence was forged aud for 
blackmailing purposes. Interviews were fre- 
quent between Kinkead and witness, and witness 
took a deep personal interest in bis fellow-chureh- 
man. After Kinkead’s visit to the Governor wil- 
pess mej him and told him about his interview 
with the Governor justas he toldit on the wit- 
ness stand. In that couversation Kinkead pro- 
nounced the resignation a forgery, aud said that 
McChesney had threatened to send photographic 
copies to wiiness and Dr. Lewis. Witness thea 
went on to testify go the interview with the Goy- 
ernor, Which corresponded with tie statement 
given by Dr. Lewis. Witness and 
Dr. Lewis, after thut interview, met Mir. Kinkead 
at E, J. White's offiee, where, on being shown the 
resignation, he stated, “Doctor, on reflection, I 
remember I did sign it.’’ He pronounced the 
date a forgery and went intoa labarvnthian ex- 
plation of the relathons between him and Me- 
Chesney, and of why he gave the resignation. 
The cross examination was brief. Witness stated 
that Kinkead explained that MeChesucy had re- 
presented blank resignations to be the customary 
thiag, aid thar he had supposed this resignation 
to be in the hands uf the Governor all the time. 
M. R. CULLEN,

tiled thathe had a conversation with Kinkead 
avout the time it was was bruited about thal he 
had given his resignation.

The sales yesterday of 55,000 bu No. 2 red wheat 
to millers excited considerable comment in specu- 
lative circles.

FORENOON SESSION, CLOSING AT 1 P. M. 

The cold weather was again upon us this morn- 
ing and the black flag flying from the Court 
House indicated thatthe maximum of cold bad 
not been reached. This fal! in the temperature 
led some to believe that Western freight traffic 
would continue interfered with and that receipts 
of grain would remain smal! tor some time yet. 
With any encouragement held out by other 
markets, this cold weather, would probably have 
had a strengthening effect, but this 
encouragement was not forthcoming. 
Adyices from European markets were 
as depressing as tor s..ne time past. The 
public cables were dull and lower, and private 
cebles reported a very depressing state of aftairs 
on the other side. Uneasiness arising from-the 
late failures and depression owing to the large 
stocks in sight. This was, however, confined to 
wheat. New York wheat hela up right steady at 
first, but subsequently weakened when the weak 
and lower Western markets were received and 
finally declined ie. Chicago led the 


downward move in price and during 
must of the forenoon her wheat market was very 
weak, very depressed and largely lower. The 
feeling was said to be verv bearish there, about 
alithe shorts had covered and there was little 
outside demand. Toiedo Was also lower and 
weak. St. Louis, onthe contrary, was really 
strong by comparison with these other markets. 
There seems to be an inherent belief here in St. 
Louis wheat. Its quality is Known to be so fine 
and so far superior to the wheat of any other mar- 
ket, thatthe trade believe it is worth much 
more in value, which it undoubtealy is.

plan, viz: To {x astrongiron staple firmly into 
the wall outside each window over two stories 
high, and inside of each of these windows let 
there always hang a stout rope with a strong iron 
hook at the end of it to hook on to the staple out- 
side of the window. Oneof these at eve 
dow would certainly be of great assistance to the 
inmates of a large building In case of fire, and the 
plan of escape isa very simple one. I think 
there ought to be a strict law to compel architects 
in putting up large buiidingsto have some easy 
way of escape in case of fire.

It was thought that there would 
be a very large number of wine and beer licenses 
taken out, but so long as the ordinance in ques- 
tion is pending, saleon-Keepers are inclined to 
hold back and await developments. It is reason- 
ably sure tlat, should a beer license be taken out 
at the existing reduced rate, and that subsequent- 
ly the price should be raised to 8500, that person 
paying the latter figure would be very earnest in 
securing the enlorcement of the full terms of the 
ordinance. 

COLLECTOR HUDSON 

was called upon this morning at about 11 o’clock. 
When asked how the aramshop-keepers were 
coming in he said, *““They are coming in quite sat- 
isfactorily.” Ab aitendant cierk here stated that 
since the 4th instant 498 licenses for dramshops 
had been issued. “Make it S00 while you are 
abuut it,” said a well-known brewer, who was 
wafting to go on the bond of two of his patrons. 

‘“*‘How arethe beerand wine licenses coming 
in?’’ was asked of Mr. Hutson. 

“There are but few applications for wine and 
beer licenses just now.” 

“We have only issted five since the first of the 
month,” said Pete Dailey, who was at the Col- 
lector’s elbow, “‘and three of them were made out 
yesterday.”’ 

“Do you not think that the fact that wine and 
beer license legislation is pending is enone back 
a great many people from attending to the matter 
at once?’ was asked of Mr. Hudson. 

“I donot :hink so, But I would like to have 
these matters settled as soon as possible. At 
present I am issuing beer licenses good uati! July 
3. After that they ure issued for one year, or part 
of a year, the license year opening July 3.”’ 

“Do you know anything of an effort being made 
bv Olive street property owners to prevent the es- 
tablishmeut of any more saloous on that thor- 
oughfare?”’ 

“T understand that thereis atacit agreement 
that Olive street has enough saloons, and that 
the estabiishment of any more of them 
will be opposed.

a prominent brewer,was met in the rotunda of the 
court House. He does not believe that the 
Municipal Assembly shuuid pass the bill making 
beer aud wine licenses the same as dramshop 
licenses. Should it pass he does not believe that 
it would ve a valid ordinance, as some good 
lawyers were of the opinion that the law prevent- 
ing assessment of a local license twice in excess of 
the State license is stiliin force. Mr, Nolker will 
probably find that county licenses were meant in- 
stead of city licenses, and that the Supreme 
Court definitely passed upon that question when 
the Saloon-keepers’ Association appealed the 
Downing law,in its appileability to St. Louis, 
last summer. Mr. Nolker 1s in a good position 
to KnoW, and he says thatthe passage of a law 
raising the license to §500 would have the effect 
of closing up pearly ali the small saloons con- 
nected with groceries, which dua family supply 
business. fithout such anh ordinance there 
would ve a great falling off in the number of il- 
censes renewed next July, and many, perhaps 
over a hundred, dram-shops would go out of busi- 
ness this month, fleding it Impossible to pay the 
high license and live, and believing thata straight 
wine and beer business would be unprofitable.

THE TR1iO’S RETURN, 


Argument in the Campbell Ceritorari 
Case Set for Next Week. 

Police Commissioners Lutz, Caruth aa@ Wooa- 
ward this morning filed their return to the writ 
of ceritorari issued by Judge Adams on the ap- 
plication of Chief Campbe!l last week. Following 
is the document in full: 

“Now at this day comes the respondents, and 
for their return to the writ of the court and com- 
mand thereof in this proceeding say: They here- 
with produce and return into court a true copy 
of the charges and specifications preferred before 
the Board of Police of the City of St. Louis by 


Waiter F. McEntire on the 19th day of Decem- 
ber, 1883, under which he was tried by 
suid Boird, and .on the 2th day i of 
said month found guilty, ana by resolution of that 
date reduced tothe rank of patrolman. Alsoa 
duly certified transcript of the record of the 
Board of all the proceedings of the trial in so far 
as they were preserved of record, incinding the 
finding of the Commissioners in respect to said 
charges and specifications; also a copy of the res- 
olution adopted by the Board December 28, 1883; 
also-a copy of the affidavit filed by petitioner 
in support of his objections to Commissi oners 
Lutz and Caruth participating in said trial. But 
respondents say that the evidence offered before 
them in support and proof of said charges and 
specifications was not te tg by them, by 
bill of exceptions or otherwise; that the law 
did not require them to preserve if, aud they 
are now unavle to return it to the court, although 
it fully warranted the finding oi the Board in the 
premises. The Boara’s record shows such) ques- 
tions to Witnesses as were objected to by counsel 
and the Board’s ruling on such objections, but its 
record does not pretend to contain the testimony 
offered or heard at said trial or any portion oO 
such testimony.

A SOLDIER’S ROMANCE. 


Baltimore Letter to New York Mercury. 

Over twenty year ago, on that fatal July 
day. when the greatest artillery duel known 
in ancient or modern times took place be- 
tween the mighty contending armies hear 
the quaint, sleepy town of Gettysburg, Pa., 
Mr. Robert Corson, now a well-known citi- 
zen of Baltimore, was dangerously wounded. 
At that time he wasa private in a Pennsyl- 
vania regiment, having been born and raised 
in Philadelphia, and ou that heroic field this 
entieman fell, struck in the side by a min- 
e ball coming from he never knew just ex- 
actly where.

There he 
was found by a young girl from one of the 
neighboring farm-houses, who thus early 
in the morning had ventured from her 
home to obtain water from this spring for 
culinary purposes. The wounded soldier 
Was young in years, not 25, and possessed, 
notwithsianding its distortions by suffering, 
a handsome, interesting face. The young wom- 
an was in the first blush of conscious Wwoman- 
hood, and if she had left that suffering young 
man there to die, by that one act she would 
have branded every ancient and modern 
male and female romancer as a base destroyer 
of the goddess of truth. But she aid not. 
She reported his sad condition to her parents, 
and, moved by her earnest pleadings in his 
behalf, even in that hour of great confusion 
and multiplicity of demands opon them, they 
reluctantiy consented to have him removed 
to their house. There he was carefully and 
skillfully nursed back to rubust life and viz- 
orous health by the young lady who had 
saved him. During the days of his suffering 
and convalescence the old, old, and yet ever, 
ever new story of human hearts and desires 
was being enacted in that now quiet farm- 
house. While he was repairing his vitality 
and acquiring flesh he was “~, his heart. 

Soon the rosy flush on her fair cheek and 
the bright light which sparkled in her eye 
while in his presence convinced him that his 


young couple became regularly engaged with 
the consent and blessings of every intcrested 
person on all sides. The young entleman 
rejoined his regiment when he hac 
covered, although he had been reported dead, 
and was so marked on the books of the com- 
mand. Atthe close of the war he returned 
to Philadelphia, and began the life struggle 
to secure a home for what be then considered 
his destined bride. During all these years a 
warm currespondence bad been maintained 
between these two young people. But some- 
how the young man continued just what he 
originally was—very poor. Then the young 
lady, at last completely tired of waiting and 
sighing, and realizing that time was fleeing 
and years disappearing, broke the engage- 
ment, and receiving the attention of a neigh- 
boring farmer, who possessed Government 
bonds and one large Pennsylvania farm, par 
value $2,000 an acre, in dueand proper course 
of time married him. Mr. Corson in Phila- 
delphia did not lie down and die. As he re- 
marked recentiy to your representative: 
“Atthattime I feit exactly like Mme. 
Bouaparte, nee Miss Elizabeth Patterson of 
Baltinure, did when, alter the desertion of 


time in my life I had three ruling passions— 
love, ambition for woridly honors, and ava- 
rice—they are all dead now but one, and that 
one is avarice. it is the sole controlling 
motive in my life.” As this gentleman, after 
many efforts, failed to succeed in Philadet- 
phia, he came to this city and once more re- 
lentiess fave changed countenance from the 
dark frown of adversity to the blessed smile 
of prosperity, aud he began to legitimately 
coin money, and what was, is, and always 
will be much better, saved the major portion 
of the same. During ail these years he com- 
ergy lost sight of his “first and only love,” 

ut his heart remained undisturbed by the 


wealthy years of his life, have been paying 
him marked attention. Tne conciuding 
chapter in this true narrative can best be 
given in the vivid descriptive words of the 
gentieman himself, which he used with 
much emphasis and many graphic gestures, 
to your correspondent to-day:

Then I determined to get wne good, square 
look at her face, and see if I could ascertain 
why I was influenced by her in such a pe- 
ciliar manner, and wiiere and when I had 
seen her before. I walked burriedly after 
her, and while passing her glanced at her in 
what would be considered a very impressive, 
impertinent manner. Then, great heavens! 
I recognized her. 

“The energetic street scene of smiling peace 
and bustiiug activity of business and pleas- 
ure which actually surrounded me instantiy 
faded from view, and there arose in its stead 
the terrible and horrible outlines of a great 


array of martial hosts rushing to 
deadly conflict: I heard the roar of cannon, 
the shriek of shell, and the zip of the Mipie 
ball; then there came in my mind the picture 
of a young wounded soidier dying beside the 
soft, murmuring flow of a country spring, 
and a beautiful young girl filled with tender 
ity and compassion beading over him, soft- 
fy saving: ‘Poor, rfellow! 1 wonder ff 
In this care-worn, sad-faced 
ady I recognized the young girl [ loved with 
all my heart, and whom I was once engaged 
to be married to. I, of course, spoke to her:

Peculiar Methods Adopted to Procure 
a Settlement.

Since Crocker’s narrow escape from death 
at the hands of anes litigant in San Fran- 
cisco, the Central Pacific manipulators have 
felt ill at ease and apprehensive of actual 
violence, It is said that these men live in 
constant terror of meeting some of the Mus- 
sel Slough victims, who have been made 
desperate by injustice and have vowed to 
kill Stanford and ali of his partners if mat- 
ters are not speedily compromised. The 
killing of the capitalist McLaughlin by 
Jerome B. Cox and its general indorsement 
by the public has oot in any way tended to 
allay the feelings of uneasiness in the minds 
of rich men whose consciences are a perpet- 
ual menace to their peace and happiness. 
The events of the past few months, this con- 
stant feeling of dread, and the startling de- 
velopments in the Colton trial, have made it 
possible to settle with the Central Pacific 

ailroad Company upon terms upon which 
the company do not appropriate the entire 
amount at issue. 

A case in point comes from Humboldt 
County in this State. Some years agoa 
farmer settled on some land alongside of the 
road and announced his willingness over ana 
over again to pay for the land. The company 
never appeared to have time enough to make 
out the papers, but told the rancher to go 
ahead and improve his property and they 
would give him the deed as soon as some 
technicalities had been complied with be- 
tween the company and the General Govern- 
ment. ‘The men was assured that he would 
never be disturbed in the possession of his 
tights, nor in any way would he be asked to 
pay for the improvements. With this assur- 
ance he improved his farm until it Was worth 
in the neighborhood of $10,000. Finally a 
Jew purchased 1,000 acres of the railroad 
company, including the improved farm. 
Thus, without a moment’s warning, was the 
rancher dispossessed of the labor of years. 
He could get no satisfaction from the agents 
of the company, and fully and forcibly he 
announced that he was going to San Fran- 
cisco to demand a settlement from Stanford, 
and if he did not get it ne would biow his 
brains out. He went down, interviewed the 
officers of the company and got what he 
wanted. It is said that parties in Humboldt 
Couuty, Knowing that the man intended to 
carry out his threats, posted the railroad 
people on what might be expected, and he 
cuta pretty wide swath when. he hove in 
sight.
